Letters and parcels should also be 
sent to the International Ked Cross Com- 
mittee at Geneva fur transinission, Such 
letters and parcels are post free. Money 
should be remitted by International 
Money Order which can be obtained at 
any post office and which should be 
made payable to the International Red 
Oross Commi tee at Geneva and sent on 
with full name, number and regiment 
of the prisoner of war to whom the 
money is to be paid. 


Information has also been received 
from the United States Ambassador 
that prisoners of war in Turkey are now 
allowed to write only one letter a week 
limited to four lines ‘and that this regu- 
lation applies ulso to letters ‘addressed 
to them. Letters of greater length will 
not be delivered.

It was then double disced, harrowed 
and levelled. It was aiterwards seed- 
ed at the rate of two and a halt bush- 
els to the acre with oats, the ground 
being seeded to a depth of three 
inches. This fiela consisted of 40 
acres, and when the oats were thresh- 
ed in the fall of 1915 they yielded 4,- 
037 bushels, or an average of 101 bush- 
els to the acre. 

Land on the same farm on wh 
barley was. grown was similarly 
gated in the fall of 1914, and was plow- 
ed in the spring of 1915 to a depth of 
six inches, the area plowéd each day 
being harrowed the seme evening. 
The barley yield.d an-average of 54 
bushels to the acre. 

Although neither oats nor barley 
was seeded early dnd the land for 
both crops was heavily fall irrigated 
and received the heavy rainfall of 
1915, yet the crops matured at an

That the ground is in an excelent 
condition to receive the crop, and the

gary, whose farming and ranching 
operations are probably more exten 
sive than those’ of any individual 
farmer’in the CanadJan west. In an 
interview puplished recently he said 
he had not, in thirty years’ experience 
seen the ground in petter shape to re 
ceive the crop than it is now. This 
should allay fears arising through the 
common assumption that a crop like 
that of the past season exhausts the 
soil and will not be repeated until pro- 
cesses of restoration have been effec- 
tive. The farmers have plenty of 
good seed and ‘abundance of every- 
thing required forthe opening sea- 
son, The ground is in excellent 
shape.

The Noose of Sea Power 


It Will Take Many Years For Germany 
to Recover From the Effects of 
' the War 


Germany's greatest privilego on the 
seas has been the free use of harbors 
of thé nations with which she is now 
at war. Her great transportation 
lines have been bullt up through the 
utilization of terminal facitities offer- 
ed her by Great Britain, France and 
Italy. She has sought in every way 
to avoid a rupture with Italy, because 
Italy has long served Ifer as a mart- 
time base. she is shut out of 
Bgypt as well as Italy, her last hold 
on the Mediterranean trade is gone. 
Her liners, except those to the two 
Americas, will become wanderers on 
the face of the seas. 

Germany was justified, in the main, 
in the valuation she put on the mill- 
tary strength of her opponents. Iler 
own resources were superior, But 
she grossly underestimated the value 
of the maritime superiority of the 
allies and the havoc which it would 
play with her prospects throughout 
the war and after the war. Sea 
power ig a noose {nswhich the land 
power has more than once been 
strangled. 

So it will be again. Germany may 
win campaigns and conquer enemy 
territory. But she cannot thus end 
the war or secure her future after the 
war, She will have to face crushing 
war conditions even after she obtains 
peace. It will be years after hos- 
tilities cease before she can expect 
to recover from the economic as well 
as the military effects of the world 
struggle into which she over-contid- 
netly rushed.~-New York Tribune.

Working Young Horses 
Great Care Must be Taken Not to 
Overwork the Growing Animal 


Some youhg horses of good size and 
strength can safely be worked at two 
years of age, if they are worked mod- 
erately and handled with care and 
judgment. 

The writer has broken and worked 
two young horses at two years of age, 
and in both caseg they turned out to 
be splendid mature animals. Both 
grew and developed right aiong till 
they wero five years of age, but they 
were handled with utmost care and 
fed liberally. 

It is not reasonable to expect a two- 


year-old or a three-year-old horse to 
do a8 much wor! ag a mature animal. 
The young horse must be given a- 
light load at first, and it must not be 
pushed to its limit during the first 
working period of its young life. It 
ig best to work the young horse witb 
a strong and reliable older one, giv- 
ing the younger one advantage over 
the old. A stay chain should be used . 
on the older worse so that he can 
start the load and even pull it by 
himself in hard places. The load for 
ae team should never be excessively 
leavy. 

Another {mportan* point in working 
the young horse is to never work him 
full days at first, and never crowd 
him to the point of fatigue, especially 
on warm days. Do not try to work 
the life and vim out of the young 
animal at first simply because he has 
life and vim. Such is apt to ruin his 
spirit and result in a slow or balky 
animal. You wish to preserve his 
vim and spirit for later use. 

And, by all means, feed the young 
working animal liberally of a variety 
to furnish energy for work and mat: 
erlals for the building of rich blood, 
muscle, and bons Feed some oats, 
corn, wheat bran, and alfalfa or clov- 
er hay, with a little off meal. The 
young animal must be built up in body 
as he works and ‘grows.
